In respect to the purchase of mining shares, there 
are probably no two terms more loosely used than invest- 
ment and speculation, Shares purchased for their divi- 
dend return when the purchase price is in sight in the 
mine is the only class of mining security which admit:

The average buver of mining stocks usually prefers to 
term his commitment as an investment, but at heart what 
he wants isa speculation, He wants big mining profits. 
He wants his hundred dollars to grow into thousands, and 
that is why he seleets™mining a3 his medium to that end 
—hecause inining sffords just the opportunity which at 
heart he desires, no matter what term he chooses to apply 
to his action, 

He alev is correct in principle and, when fairly con- 
sidered, mining investments, so-called, are a most legiti- 
mate means to that end. A man of limited income or 
imited earning power can reach the stage of financial 
independence by some process of rapid increase in values. 
and this is just what is always possible in well directed 
mining ventures, 

These fucts are worthy of consideration locally just 
row, and those who have recently bought eoal and other 
mining shares should look altogether on the investment 
side, and leave the speculation to a later date when the 
properties in which they have invested are developed euf 
ticiently to be permanent producers. ‘loo often inexperi- 
eneed mining stockholders misunderstand the terms used 
in mining. Many a mine may be developed sufficiently 
to “become” permanent producers, but it is another thin;

He Declares That the District Around 
Hudson Bay Will Prove to Contain 
Great Areas of Valuable Minerals 
—Mining Has Tripled In the Past 
Two, Years and Will Continue to | 
Develop. 


“The mineral industry of Canada 
stands second in order of the indus- 
tries based on natural resources, The 
output of this country is at the rate 
of $12.50 per head of the tag a 
said Professor Willett G, Miller at an 
Empire Club luncheon recently in 
Toronto. 

“There is three times as much now 
as there was ten years ago,” he stuat- 
ed. Of the four basic industries of 
the country, agriculture, forestry, 
. fisheries, and the mineral industry, 
agriculture stands at the top. Next 
comes the mineral industry, which is 
equal,” said Professor Miller, . ‘to 
forestry and fisheries combined. Then | 
comes forestry, and last of all, fish- 
eries, 

“Although Canada has a compara-

tively small population, the mining. 
output is unique in that we lead the 
world in the production of nickel, | 


cobalt, asbestos, 
mineral products. 

“In the" United States the minerals 
and mineral products ure reaponsible 
for 65 per cent. of the freight carried 
by the railways, The output is con- 
s.dered to be $25 per head of the 
population. 

“Of the 3,760,000 square miles of 
Canada about one-third is valuable 
for no other purpose than the pro- | 
duction of minerals, There are rail- 
ways now under construction which 
will double, and are doublipg, the 
Tegions which ate accessible to the 
prospector and miner, ~ 

“If the proposed railway to Fort 
Nelson on Hudson Bay is construct- 
ed, the enormous territory which is 
tributary to the coast line of the Bay 
will be rendered easily accessible to 
the prospector. From what we know 
already of the rocks surrounding this \ 
region there is great promise for it as 
a future mineral field, 

“Another great territory which is 
very promising from a maar point 
of view will be opened up by ihe road 
which is now under consideration, 
that from Edmonton to Fort McMur- 
ray. 

“Since Cobalt has been going it has 
produced over $30,000,000 worth of 
minerals, of which over half has teen 
distributed in profits, That means 
that it has already more than puid 
for the Government railway, which |

The Patent Office issued 6,395 Rt: 
tents in the fiscal year 1909. Of this 
number 903 were granted to Canadian 
| citizens, and 72 per cent. of the whole 
issue to citizens of the United States. 
Besides those pictured, other pro- 
vinces of the Dominion obtained the 
following patents: Saskatchewan 32, 
Alberta 28, Nova Scotia 24, New 
Brunswick 18, Yukon 4, and Prince 
Edward Island 8. The principal for- 
eign countries to whose citizens pa- 
tents" were granted were: United 
States 4,602, Great Britain 6, Ger- 
many 215, France 69, Australia 58, 
Sweden 40, New Zealand 36, Austria 
83, Transvaal 12, The ratio of popu- 
lation to each patent granted shows 
that Ontario secured one patent to 
every 4,769 residents; Quebec, one to 
every 8,575; British Columbia, one to 
every 5,095; Manitoba, one to every 
5,535; while in New Brunswick the 
ratio was one to 18,746; Nova Scotia, 
one to 19,391, and Prince Edward Is- 
land, one to every 33,668.

SINGING BY THE HOUR, 


Liverpool Magistrate Breaks a Long 
Distance Vocal Record. 


Mr. Alexander Porter, the Liverpool 
magistrate, who recently celebrated 
his seventy-second birthday by sing- 
ing a round century of songs in six 
hours and three-quarters, has placed 
to his credit a feat which deserves 4 
niche in the temple of “unconvention- 
al” records, which are often as inter- 
esting ws they are little known. 

Mr, I 
rivals in the field of music. Some 
yeers ago Herr Berg, at the Westmin. 
ter Aquarium, played the piano con- 
tinuously for thirty hours without 
“turning a hair,” and crowned this 
performance by improvising what he 
christened the ‘Thirty Hours’ Galop,” 
More recently Mr, Napvleon Bird, at 
the Stockport Armory, added eighteen 
hours to Herr Berg’s record, playing 
without a moment’s pause, 1,500 sep- 
arate compositions, accompanying 
three concerts, and playing twice for 
dancing, 

And even this amazing feat was sur- 
passed by Signor Buncia, who played 
the piano for fifty hours without stop- 
ping, and wound up his performance 

y writing a long account of it and 
giving a lesson to one of his pupils; 
while, for a wager, a Mr. Scarbor- 
ough once struck over a million notes 
on the pizno in less than a dozen 
hours. 

On the list of out-of-the-way records 
are many feats equally remarkable. 
Thus, at a waltz tournament in the 
Salle Wegram, a Parisian couple not 
tong ago eclipsed all records and beat 
all their rivals hopelessly by dancing 
six and three-quarter hours without 
stopping for a single second. Messrs. 
Jules Cohen and Pierre Junssaud 
played a game of billiards for twenty- 
four consecutive hours, walking, ac- 
cording to their pedometers, a dis- 
tance of thirty miles, and running up 
a joint score of 6,434 points. And 
some years ago an Italian prcfessor 
startled London by reciting the whole 
of Dante’s “Divine Comedy” from 
memory in a continuous sitting of 
twenty hours, starting at six o’olock 
one evening and ending ut two o’clock 
the following afternoon. 

But there is no limit to the range :f 
these curious records, which include 
such feats as swinging the clubs for 
forty-six hours without ceasing for 
even the fraction of a second; a tug- 
of-war, at Deseronto, Ontario, which 
lasted two hours and ten minutes; 
and ringing a peal of 11,111 changes 
on the bells at Birmingham, Eng,, in 
eight hours, 

Nor must we forget such out-of-the- 
way feats as those of Harrison, of 
Arizona, who ate a score of cysters 
every hour for seventy-two hours; and 
of Frank Uncles, of New York, who 
made 2,000 consecutive jumps with a 
skipping-rope in fourteen and a-halt 
minutes !

The Arbiter of the Design and Dacora- 
tion of the Dominion’s, Public 
Buildings Has Had a Wide Experi.

the Study of Architecture. 


David Ewart, the chief architect of 
the Public Works Department of Can- 
ada, who will have the-principal re- 
sponsibility. in. connection. with the 
construction of. the new department 
block, which the Federal. Government 
proposed erecting on MacKenzie 
avenue, Ottawa, and which vill coat 
severul, millions, is. one of the jbest 
known*officials of ‘the civil service in 
the capitul and is widely known 
throughout the Dominion in co:.nec- 
tion with erection of public buildings.
